LondoOr Dm. 18.— That Lord Roberts 

of Kandabar and Lord Kitchener are 
considered the right men to retrieve 
the disastroua situation in South Af 
rica la amply evidenced by tbe more 
cheery tone of all the war discussion. 
In spite of the attempts of the au- 
thorities to gloss over the superces- 
Blon of General Duller, tho fact re- 
mains that the new appointments can 
not be regarded otherwise than as a 
penalty for his falhiro. 

A scmi-ofncial communication saj's: 
"The disposition to regard the change 
as a reflection on General BuUer Is 
entirely erroneous. As the forces en- 
gaged In South Africa in(Tease, offi- 
cers of higher rank are naturally ap- 
pointed to the supremo command." 
The communication then Instances the 
sueceeslTe steps of Oenenil Bynumda 
to Generals White and Duller and now 
to General Roberts. 

In spite of tbe plausibility of argu- 
ment everyone reoognlses that It Is 
not the whole truth. The friends of 
General Duller see in the headlong 
plunge of the cabinet a suspicious 
panic, and the picture of hasty con- 
claves and ministers with blanched 
fhoes telegraphing to Roberts and 
Kitchener to come and save the em- 
pire. WhOe perhaps these are over- 
drawn, there is no denying that the 
prodigious exertion which the govern- 
ment considers necessary to crush the 
two little republics shows that even 
sedate Lord Salisbury sees the ex- 
treme gravity of the present aspect of 
affairs. Probably the ministers re- 
membered the peril which the public 
seem to have foi'^ntt 'n, of a possible 
rising of the Kaffirs. Indeed, unpleas- 
ant rumors are already current in this 
direction, which would be Inlinltely 
more serious than a rebellion of the 
Dutch. 

General Lord Roberts and his staff 
win sail for South Africa on the Du- 
nottar Castle Saturday. 

Lieutenant the Honorable P. H. S. 
Roberts, son of Baron Roberts, of 
Kandahar and Waterford, and who va?. 
wounded in the engagement at Tugela 
river, Is dead. 

Wild rumors were circulated on the 
Bt0( kexchrmge tliatQiH en Victoria was 
dead and that Klmberley had surren- 
dered. Investigation disproved the 
'ftwmer story. 

Boers Cannot Be Whipped. 
Paris, Dec. 18.— M. DeLong, man- 
ager of the dynamite factory at Mod- 
derfonteln. In the Transvaal, is here 
He says that the British government 
can have no Idet^ of the vast extent of 
war preparations that the Boers have 
been quietly making for years. Even 
should the Boers be driven out of Na- 
tal, he points out, no British army 
could ever hope to enter the Trans- 
vkal and survive. He asserts that tbe 
forts at Pretoria and Johannesburg 
are as Ktrong as any fortresses in the 
world and have within the last mouth 
been rendered absolutely Impregnatle. 
M. DeLong adds that the governments 
of the Boer republics are .showing a 
great economy of strength, and have 
not used a third of their military re 
sources. 

Will the I'owers 1>I|» In ? 
London, Dec. 18.— There Is no nl'e- 
vlatlon of the gloom and panicky feel- 
ing caused by General Buller's re- 
verse. The British forces in India can 
not be further depleted by drafts for 
Botttk Africa, and tbe possibility of 
complications along the Mediterranean 
renders the reduction of the garrison 
In Egypt too risky, although General 
Kitchener is going as Lord Roberts' 
Chief of staff. Fear is expressed that 
the German navy may be used in con- 
junction with those of Russia and 
France to exert pressure to prevent re- 
inforcements reaching South Africa. 
Changes In the present ministry are 
also rumored. 



Prediota InterDatlonNl War. 
Chicago. Dec. IS.— "If Great Britain 



Is ultimately succcBsfnl In South Af- 
rica the powers of the world will unite 
to resist successfully her advance. A 
coalition will be fojrmed against Brit- 
ish domtnatfon." llie foregoing sUte- 
ment was made by Dr. E. Benjamin 
Andrews, former president of the 
Brown university and now superin- 
tendent Of the Chicago public schools, 
in addredi 'here on "The War In 
South Africa." He announced that 
from the moment Kruger's followers 
surrendered, England would necessar- 
ily come in conflict with other powen 
te Miiryliit out Its plans ot ooloalMx 
tloa.

London, Dec. 18.— General Buller re- 
ports to the war ofllce that his losses 
In the engagement near Tugela rive.- 
were: Killed, 82; wounded, 687; miss 
Ing, 348— a total of 1,097. Many offi- 
cers are among the fallen.

Havana, Dec. 18. — General Fitshugh 
Lee is one of the department com- 
manders who; !■ i): ivare opinion regard- 
ing Major General Wood's promotion 
to the supreme command of the Island 
win not cause him to ask to be re- 
lieved. He gave a prompt negative 
to the rrp irt. saying he had no exi)ec- 
tation of being relieved of his j. c^ent 
command, which includes Plnar del 
Rio and Havana provinces outside of 
tbe city. General Lee is confident that 
the presid" nt will ultimately provide 
for him as brigadier general In the 
regular army preliminary to retire- 
ment and he docs not look for further 
active service outside of Cuba. 



Collision on the Rail. 

New Albany, Ind., Dec. 18.— Engine 
No. 19 of the Air Line road and i 
Pennsylvania suburban train, running 
between Louisville and New Albany, 
collided here. The Pennsylvania 
train consisted of an engine and two 
coaches. It had 150 passengers. One 
of the coaches was strud; in tlie cen- 
tre and thrown , over on one side, 
knocked off the trucks and badly dc- 
molishf il Ten passengers were sllsht- 
ly injured, mostly women. 

Deitiindfl of Weavers. 

Philadelphia, Pec. 18.— -An an^end'ed 
scale of wages has been decided upon 
by the cloth weavers of tliis city and 
Will be presented to tbe manufactur- 
ers during the current week. The scale 
calls for a general increase ot 15 per 
cent. The weavers announce that If 
their demands are not complird with 
before January 1 a strike will be or- 
dered. About 8,000 weavers and 7.000 
mill hands will be affected if this ac- 
tion Is taken. 

Federation of Labor. 

Detroit. Dee. IS— T!ie v,irln>;« pvi< v- 
anies of bodies connected with tin 
American Federation of Labor wi le 
aired in executive session. Before thia 
action the convention listened to an 
extcniltd debate on the long mooted 
question of permitting meiiibersliip 
In the federation to persons amiiate l 
with the Knights of Labor. The mat- 
ter did not reach a vote. 

Cubans and Independence. 

Havana. Dec. 18.— General Lee fav- 
ors permitting the Cubans to hold s 
constitutional convention when the 
census Is completed on the ground that 
Cubans will be as competent for in- 
dependent government as they will be 
In 10 years from now, but he would 
not withdraw American troops whllt 
the experiment Is being tried.

Its business was chiefly with mer- 
chants, tradesmen and corporations in 
Its Immediate vicinity, and it was also 
supposed to do some of the banking 
business of the Standard Oil company. 
It had betn fle.-,ij;iiated liy the ijankln.i? 
department of the state as a legal de- 
pository for state monies and munici- 
pal monies, as well as for the funds of 
savings banks and state banks.

It ia a foregoaa 4Maol«ion that ex- 
Jndge Gale, a DaasacMI, HHl be elected 
te'lbla ♦aoabcy at tba ipaelai alaatlaa to- 
morro'w. Under the Ooehel law he must 
obtain his certificate of election from the 
Goehel KlecUea Oommlssion instead of 
from the Governor of the 8ute. The 
Constitution of Kentucky provides thut 
certiflcatee of eleotlon ehdl bataoed by 
the Governor. 

On the ground that the Ooebel law, 
under which the Demoeratic Legislature 
was elected, before which Goel>el will 
make his contest to oust Goremor Tay- 
lor, and which will elect a United States 
Senator, ia unconstitutional, it ia pro 
p osed in rataliatloa for tha Democratic 
proceedings against Governor Taylor to 
refer Mr. Gale's credentials to a commit- 
tee, which will investigate the Goebel 
law, both to affect the seat in the House 
and the United States Senatorehip.
